The  Committee  of  Management  present  to  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  the  report  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1943. 

The  number  of  In-Patients  treated  during  the  year 
was  2,361,  a  decrease  of  3  compared  with  1942.  Out-Patients 
attended  in  their  own  homes  numbered  238,  a  decrease  of  32. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  Pre-Maternity  Clinic 
were  6,720,  an  increase  of  533.  The  total  attendances  at  the 
Post-Natal  Department  numbered  999,  an  increase  of  274 
over  the  figures  for  1942,  and  1,637  babies  were  born,  an 
increase  of  73  over  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Total  Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £14,693  :  6  :  4,  an  increase  of  £1,906  :  10  :  7.  The  Total 
Ordinary  Expenditure  was  £16,041  :  13  :  4,  an  increase  of 
£2,764  :  12  :  10,  making  a  deficit  of  £1,348  :  7  :  0  on  the 
Ordinary  Income  and  Expenditure  for  1943. 

The  response  to  our  Special  Appeal  in  1943  amounted 
to  £2,216  :  1  :  0  and  in  addition,  a  grant  of  £1,500  was 
received  from  the  North  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Advisory 
Council,  making  a  total  of  £3,716  :  1  :  0  for  our  Appeal. 

War  Expenditure,  alterations  and  extensions  to  the 
Hospital  amounted  to  £5,310  :  14  :  11.  This  resulted  in 
bringing  the  total  deficit  for  the  year  to  the  sum  of 
/2,943  :  0  :  11.

The  Bank  Overdraft  at  the  31st  December  was 
£4,051  :  3  :  1  and  outstanding*  accounts  amounted  to 
£2,920  :  10  :  7. 

The  over-crowding  of  the  wards,  mentioned  in  the 
1942  Report  became  so  acute  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
that  the  Ministry  of  Health  authorised  the  City  Council  to 
requisition  the  Boys'  House  of  the  Orphanage,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Chapel,  swimming  bath,  the  boy’s  playroom 
and  ground  in  rear  of  the  buildings. 

With  the  approval  of  your  Committee  and  of  the 
Orphanage  Committee  it  was  agreed  to  cancel  the  original 
agreement  and  extend  the  requisitioning  to  the  Girl's 
House  as  well  as  the  Boy's  House.  Newcastle  Corporation 
asked  your  Committee  and  the  Orphanage  Committee  to 
settle  terms  between  them.  At  present  the  new  agreement 
is  in  course  of  completion. 

The  estimated  cost  of  alterations  and  new  equipment, 
furniture,  black-out  material,  etc.  at  the  Orphanage  and  for 
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Maternity 
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the  Nurses’  quarters  at  Jubilee  Road,  re-opened  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  was  more  than  £4,000.  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  the  extensions  are  practically  completed  and 
there  are  now  90  beds  with  a  few  in  reserve. 

To  meet  the  costs  of  alterations  an  appeal  for  funds 
was  launched  during  the  year.  The  response  was  most 
gratifying  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  sum  of  £2,270  :  8  :  0 
had  been  received  with  the  promise  of  more  to  come.  Of  this 
sum  £1,000  was  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Sir  James 
Knott  and  we  desire  to  record  our  thanks  to  them  for  their 
generosity  as  well  as  to  all  the  other  subscribers.  The  total 
included  the  sum  of  £60  :  4  :  0  received  as  new  annual 
subscriptions,  which  have  been  transferred  to  the  list  of 
subscribers  in  the  report. 

Most  of  the  remaining  cost  of  alterations  has  been  met  by 
a  grant  of  £1,500  from  the  North  Eastern  Regional  Hospitals 
Advisory  Council,  authorised  by  the  Nufheld  Provincial 
Hospitals  Trustees.  Our  special  gratitude  is  due  to  the 
Council  and  the  Trustees  for  this  grant. 

We  have  nevertheless  been  obliged  to  realise  our 
holding  of  £1,523  :  4  :  0  5%  Conversion  Stock  and  to  utilise 
the  balance  of  £3,354  :  10  :  4  in  the  Furnishing  Account  to 
assist  in  meeting  our  rising  expenditure. 

Mrs.  A.  K.  Higginbottom  was  appointed  a 
representative  of  Newcastle  Corporation  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  on  the  Committee  of  Management 
in  the  place  of  Councillor  Mrs.  C.  A.  Auld,  Alderman 
Miss  M.  Taylor  and  Councillor  W.  Smith  were  appointed 
representatives  of  the  Northumberland  County  Council 
on  the  Committee  and  Alderman  Mrs.  S.  J.  Mason  and 
Councillor  G.  P.  Kell  as  representatives  of  Durham  County 
Council,  Mr.  A.  I.  Darling  was  appointed  Honorary  Dental 
Surgeon. 

Your  Committee  again  gave  their  annual  donation 
of  ten  guineas  to  the  Tyneside  Blood  Transfusion  Services 
and  are  very  grateful  for  all  the  work  done  on  behalf  of  the 
patients. 

A  legacy  of  £100  was  received  during  the  year  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  J.  Sutton.  This  was  paid  to 
the  Furnishing  Account  of  the  Hospital. 

The  return  of  the  equipment,  loaned  to  Dilston  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  was  made  in  November  and  an 
appeal  in  the  Local  Press  for  unwanted  furniture  was  made 
by  your  Chairman.  Your  Committee  sincerely  thank  all, 
who  gave  furniture  in  answer  to  this  appeal. 

After  about  21  years’  service  the  domestic  boiler  at 
Jubilee  Road  was  condemned  by  the  Insurance  Company 
and  a  new  one  has  been  installed  for  the  sum  of  £137  :  10  :  0. 
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Your  Committee  cordially  thank  King’s  College  for 
the  grant  of  £100  towards  the  equipment  for  a  laboratory 
at  the  Northern  Counties  Orphanage.  The  College  stipulated 
that  the  equipment  would  remain  the  property  of  the  College. 
The  annual  upkeep  is  expected  to  be  about  £20. 

To  house  the  extra  nursing  staff  required,  your 
Committee  decided  to  re-open  the  Nurses’  quarters  at 
Jubilee  Road.  Re-decoration  and  black-out  costing  about 
£186  had  to  be  carried  out  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
new  bedroom  furniture  had  to  be  purchased.  In  December 
Nurses  were  again  in  residence  at  Jubilee  Road. 

As  34  Eslington  Terrace  was  no  longer  required  as  a 
Sister’s  Home,  your  Committee  agreed  with  the  consent  of 
the  landlord  that  a  suitable  tenant  should  be  found  for  the 
house. 


Your  Committee  agreed  to  join  with  the  other 
Hospitals,  concerned  in  the  combined  Hospital  Centre,  in 
the  appointment  of  an  Architectural  Secretary  to  the  Joint 
Committee,  which  is  considering  the  planning  of  the  Centre. 

Consideration  was  given  by  your  Committee  to  the 
report  on  Midwives’  salaries  by  the  Rushcliffe  Committee 
and  the  terms  of  the  report  were  adopted.  The  increase  in 
nursing  salaries  and  superannuation  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  March  1944  will  be  about  £1,213  and  for  the  year 
ending  the  31st  March  1945,  it  is  estimated  that  the  nursing 
salaries  will  amount  to  £7,663. 

Consideration  was  also  given  by  your  Committee  to 
the  terms  of  the  Hetherington  Report  on  domestic  wages 
and  your  Committee  decided  to  adopt  the  scale  of  wages 
laid  down  in  the  report.  These  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  December  and  it  is  expected  that  in  a  full  year  the 
increase  in  domestic  wages  and  payment  for  additional 
staff  will  amount  to  £1,000. 

Your  Committee  most  gratefully  thank  Durham 
County  Council  for  increasing  their  annual  grant  to  £1,500 
per  annum,  together  with  a  supplementary  grant  of  £200 
per  annum  in  respect  of  additional  rental  and  War  Damage 
contributions,  subject  to  variations  in  proportion  to  numbers 
of  In-Patients. 

Owing  to  increasing  costs,  your  Committee  most 
reluctantly  decided  that  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the 
charges  made  to  In-Patients,  District  Patients  and  Private 
Patients,  these  increases  will  commence  on  the  1st  January, 
1944. 
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69  Students  and  40  Nurses  received  training  during 
the  year  and  the  following  Nurses  were  awarded  prizes 
under  the  Heath  Bequest  :  Nurses  Coulthard,  M.  Walker, 
E.  Heckie,  Swanston,  Anderson  and  J.  R.  Tait. 

On  Christmas  morning  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the 
Lady  Mayoress  (Councillor  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Clements) 
the  Sheriff  (Alderman  James  Grant,  J.P.)  and  Mrs.  Grant 
visited  the  Hospital  and  made  a  tour  of  the  wards.  Their 
visit  was  much  appreciated  by  all. 

The  Ladies’  Committee  held  the  Annual  Birthday 
Reception  on  the  24th  November,  the  sum  of  £105  :  10  :  2 
was  received  in  money  and  goods  to  the  value  of  £5  :  5  :  0. 
Your  Committee  gratefully  thank  the  Ladies’  Committee 
for  their  most  successful  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

Your  Committee  also  sincerely  thank  the  Employees’ 
of  Messrs.  Vickers- Armstrongs  Ltd.  for  their  Special  Donation 
of  £160.  The  increased  amount  is  very  greatly  appreciated. 

Your  Committee  thank  Mrs.  Langford,  Chairman  and 
all  the  members  of  the  Sewing  Guild  for  all  the  work  they 
have  done  during  the  year  for  the  Hospital.  As  Mrs.  Ruxton, 
Chairman  of  the  Linen  Guild,  died  in  December  and  as 
Mrs.  Weeks,  the  Hon.  Treasurer  has  resigned,  the  activities 
of  the  Guild  for  the  time  being  are  at  an  end.  It  is  hoped  that 
someone  will  volunteer  to  carry  on  the  work  as  Matron  is 
more  than  ever  in  need  of  linen. 

In  a  time  of  great  difficulty  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
has  been  successfully  carried  on  and  for  this  the  thanks  of 
your  Committee  are  due  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Tannahill,  to 
Miss  Tweddle,  Matron  of  the  Sisters’  Llome  and  to  Miss 
Barkman,  Matron  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  as  well  as  to  the 
Honorary  Staff,  the  Nursing,  Administrative  and  Domestic 
Staff. 

Your  Committee  also  thank  all  who  have  assisted  the 
Hospital  during  the  year.  The  new  wards,  which  are  now 
opened  will  greatly  increase  both  the  work  and  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  the  Hospital  and  your  Committee  confidently  ask 
for  the  necessary  support  to  carry  on  the  work,  which  means 
so  much  for  the  Mothers  and  Babies  of  Newcastle  and  the 
surrounding  districts.

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ANNUAL  COURT  OF  GOVERNORS 

25th  MAY,  1944 


The  Annual  Court  of  Governors  of  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital  was  held  at  the  Hospital,  North  Road,  at 
3.0  p.m.  on  Thursday,  the  25th  May,  1944. 

Present  :  Alderman  Mrs.  Mason,  Miss  Oliver,  Mrs.  Oubridge, 
Mr.  E.  P.  Shield,  Mr.  G.  P.  Taylor,  Councillor  G.  P.  Kell,  the 
Viscountess  Ridley,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Johnson,  Mrs.  Scott  Baird,  Miss 
Tweddle,  Mrs.  Sweet,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Fenwick,  Dr.  Ranken  Lyle, 
Mrs.  Ranken  Lyle,  The  Matron,  Miss  Tannahill,  Sister  Cope, 
Sister  Forster,  and  the  House  Governor,  Mr.  R.  S.  Johnson. 

Regrets  for  not  being  present  were  received  from  the 
Chairman,  Lord  Eustace  Percy,  Mr.  Farquhar  Deuchar,  Mr. 
Angus  Watson,  Dr.  W.  Hunter,  Mrs.  Webster,  O.B.E.,  Prof. 
Bradlaw  and  Mrs.  A.  E.  Morgan. 

Viscountess  Ridley,  presiding  at  the  outset,  said : — 
“The  first  thing  I  have  to  do  is  to  announce  to  you  the  resignation 
of  the  Dowager  Lady  Allendale  as  President  of  the  Hospital  .. 

“She  has  been  in  poor  health  for  some  time,  and  lately  had 
a  very  severe  heart  attack.  I  am  sure  it  would  be  the  wish  of 
this  meeting  that  we  should  record  our  very  sincere  regret  and 
best  wishes  that  she  may  recover  and  spend  her  remaining  days 
happily  among  her  children  and  grandchildren. 

“It  was  the  unanimous  wish  of  the  Committee  to  propose 
Professor  R.  P.  Ranken  Lyle  as  successor  to  the  Presidency  and 
I  feel  very  gratified  at  having  been  asked  to  move  that. 

“I  am  sure  Dr.  Lyle  will  need  no  introduction  to  Newcastle. 
He  was  here  before  I  was  born,  and  has  certainly  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  here.  He  was  Honorary  Obstetric  Physician  to  the 
original  Hospital  in  New  Bridge  Street  and  it  was  his  energetic 
action  which  removed  the  building  to  City  Road,  where  it 
functioned  so  admirably  for  twenty  years.  He  was  very  much  to 
the  fore  with  the  new  plans  of  the  hospital  which  it  was  hoped  to 
build  on  Castle  Leazes  which  had  to  be  put  off  before  the  war. 

“He  would  say,  however,  that  it  is  not  only  chromium-plate 
and  white  fittings  that  make  up  an  hospital.  His  work  has  been 
an  inspiration  to  everyone  who  has  worked  with  him,  and  everyone 
has  known  the  selfless  generosity  and  energy  which  he  has  given 
to  the  work.  He  has  given  an  example  and  I  feel  sure  that  if  we 
tried  to  live  up  to  everything  he  has  set  before  us,  it  would  give 
him  even  greater  pleasure  in  the  work  he  has  to  do. 
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Mr.  E.  P.  Shield  :  “1  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding. 
Prof.  Lyle  is  a  very  old  friend  of  mine,  and  I  know  well  the  work 
he  has  done  for  the  Princess  Mary  Hospital.  For  forty  years  he 
has  watched  it  growing  to  the  dimensions  it  now  has,  and  no  one 
is  more  due  credit  for  the  splendid  work  this  hospital  is  carrying 
on  than  Dr.  Lyle.  In  doing  this  I  also  associate  myself  with 
Lady  Ridley’s  remarks  of  thankfulness  and  good  wishes  to  our 
past  President.” 

(Election  of  Prof.  Lyle,  and  vote  of  sympathy  to  the  Dowager 
Lady  Allendale  carried  unanimously). 

Prof.  Lyle  :  “Viscountess  Ridley,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
I  thank  you  very  much  indeed  for  having  elected  me  President 
of  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  a  great  honour 
which  I  feel  very  much,  with  all  the  kind  words  you  have  said 
to  me  during  the  past  45  years. 

“Before  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Reports,  I  would  like 
to  say  how  deeply  we  all  feel  at  the  resignation  of  the  Dowager 
Viscountess  Allendale.  For  upwards  of  forty  years  Lady 
Allendale  has  been  always  a  very  kind  and  interested  visitor  to 
the  Hospital. 

“In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Reports,  I  may  say 
that  during  the  past  year  we  have  all  had  a  very  difficult  time. 
The  Hospital  has  had  to  be  considerably  enlarged  to  accommodate 
the  increasing  number  of  patients,  and  owing  to  war  conditions, 
especially  rationing,  more  and  more  patients  are  seeking  Hospital 
accommodation  from  year  to  year.  Then  again  we  have  fewer 
Nurses  and  domestics  to  do  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  Consequently 
I  think  it  right  that  an  expression  of  sincere  appreciation  and 
thanks  should  be  given  to  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  and 
Domestic  Staffs  for  their  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year. 

“The  number  of  In-Patients  was  practically  the  same  last 
year  as  the  previous  year,  but  owing  to  the  extension  of  the 
Hospital,  the  present  year  should  show  a  considerable  increase. 

“There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Pre-Maternity  and 
Post-Natal  Departments — besides  there  were  1,637  babies  born, 
an  increase  of  73  over  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 

“There  was  a  deficit  of  £1,348  in  our  Ordinary  Account,  and 
this  was  increased  by  £5,310,  with  war  expenditure,  alterations 
and  extensions  to  the  Hospital,  etc.,  which  was  partially  met  by 
an  Appeal  for  funds. 

This  Appeal  was  launched  during  the  year  and  resulted  in 
receipts  amounting  to  £2,200,  including  £1,000  from  the  Trustees 
of  Sir  James  Knott,  and  a  grant  through  your  Chairman — Lord 
Eustace  Percy  of  £1,500  from  the  North  Eastern  Regional 
Hospitals  Advisory  Council  authorised  by  the  Nuffield  Provincial 
Hospitals  Trustees,  making  in  all  a  total  sum  of  £3,716.

RULES 


(REVISED  19  3  2) 


1. — This  Institution  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  ‘ '  The 
Hospital  ”)  shall  be  known  as  “  The  Princess  Mary  Matern¬ 
ity  Hospital,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne." 

2. — The  objects  of  the  Hospital  are  to  provide  the  necessary- 
care  and  attendance  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  cases, 
the  training  of  Medical  Students  and  Midwives  and  anything 
incidental  thereto. 

3.  — Subscribers  of  two  guineas  or  more  per  annum  shall 
be  Governors  during  the  continuance  of  their  subscriptions. 
Donors  of  twenty-five  guineas  or  more  at  one  time  shall  be 
Governors  for  life.  Any  person  making  a  collection  of  ^250 
or  upwards  shall  become  a  Governor  for  life.  Any  person 
bequeathing  a  Legacy  of  ^250  or  upwards  may,  by  will,  nominate 
a  Life  Governor,  or  if  no  such  nomination  be  made  the  executor 
or  executors  of  such  person  may  appoint  a  Life  Governor. 
The  Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officers  and  the  Honorary 
Obstetric  Physicians  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  ex-officio  Governors. 

4.  — Each  annual  subscription  shall  become  due  on  the  1st 
of  January  in  advance,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  considered 
as  agreeing  to  continue  his  subscription  unless  he  has  given 
notice  to  the  contrary  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  or  Secretary 
of  the  Hospital,  before  the  31st  of  January. 

5.  — A  General  Court  of  Governors  shall  be  held  annually 
to  receive  the  reports  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  also  the  audited  Accounts  for  the  past 
year  ;  to  elect  the  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  to  elect  18 
Governors  on  the  Committee  of  Management ;  and  generally 
to  transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital.  Seven  clear  days’ 
notice  of  an  annual  court  shall  be  sent  by  post  to  each  Governor. 

6.  — A  Special  Court  of  Governors  shall  be  summoned  at 
any  time  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  when  required  by  the 
Committee  of  Management,  or  at  the  request  of  any  six 
Governors  ;  and  the  notice  of  such  Special  Court  shall  specify 
the  business  to  be  transacted,  and  shall  be  sent  by  post  to 
each  Governor  seven  clear  days  before  the  Court. 

7.  — All  questions  at  Annual  and  Special  Courts  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Governors,  present 
in  person,  and  each  Governor  shall  have  one  vote,  and  in  case 
of  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 
A  Governor  shall  not  become  entitled  to  vote  until  six  months 
after  the  payment  of  his  or  her  first  subscription.  No  vote 
shall  be  cast  by  any  Governor  whose  subscription  is  more  than 
six  months  in  arrear. 

8.  — The  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  consist  of  a  President  ; 
two  or  more  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  for  the  time  being)  ;  an 
Honorary  Chaplain  ;  an  Honorary  Treasurer  ;  an  Honorary 
Secretary,  and  such  other  Officers  as  the  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time  choose  to  appoint. 
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9.  — There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Management,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Honorary- 
Consulting  Medical  Officers,  the  Honorary  Obstetric  Physicians, 
the  Honorary  Chaplain,  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  two  representatives  of  King's  College,  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne,  of  whom  the  Dean  of  Medicine  (for  the  time  being) 
shall  be  one,  four  representatives  of  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne  (elected  by  and  out  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  said  Corporation),  two  representatives 
of  the  Gateshead  Borough  Council,  two  representatives  of  the 
Northumberland  County  Council,  two  representatives  of  the 
Durham  County  Council,  and  eighteen  Governors  of  whom, 
not  more  than  twelve  shall  be  Ladies  (and  shall  constitute  the 
Ladies’  Committee  as  hereinafter  mentioned),  and  one  member 
representing  the  Workmen’s  Medical  Charities  Funds  which 
contribute  to  the  Hospital.  Five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

10.  — Any  one  of  the  18  Governors  who  is  absent  from  all 
meetings  of  the  Hospital  for  one  calendar  year,  shall  thereby 
cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  but 
will  be  eligible  for  re-election  at  the  next  Annual  Court. 

11.  — The  Committee  of  Management  which  shall  have  full 
executive  control  of  the  Hospital,  shall  meet  monthly  on  a  date 
and  time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  them,  and  at  their  first  meeting 
after  the  Annual  Court  in  each  year,  shall  appoint  a  Chairman 
and  a  Vice-Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year  :  they  shall  also 
appoint  at  that  meeting  six  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Management,  including  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies’  Committee, 
to  act  as  a  Finance  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

12. — -The  Ladies’  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Committee  of  Management,  have  the  direction  of  all  the 
household  arrangements.  They  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  act  as  Chairman  ;  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  keep  minutes  of  their  meetings  for  submission 
to  the  Committee  of  Management. 

13.  — The  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  and  at 
their  first  meeting  after  appointment  each  year,  shall  elect  a 
Chairman.  They  shall  have  presented  to  them  by  the  Treasurer 
each  month  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Hospital,  and 
shall  examine  all  accounts  for  payment  prior  to  submission  to  the 
Committee  of  Management  whose  authority  must  be  obtained 
before  payment  is  made.  They  shall  also  receive  the  annual 
statement  of  accounts  of  the  Sewing  Guild  and  of  the  Linen 
Guild. 

14.  — Vacancies  in  any  of  the  Offices  of  the  Hospital  may 
be  filled  by  the  Committee  of  Management  and  shall  be  con¬ 
firmed  at  the  Annual  or  a  Special  Court. of  Governors. 

15.  — The  Honorary  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  sums  of 
money  paid  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  he  shall  make  all 
disbursements  sanctioned  by  the  Committee  of  Management 
and  shall  furnish  a  statement  of  accounts  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  31st  of  Decembei 
in  each  year  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Committee  shall 
require. 

16.  — The  Honorary  Secretary  shall  summon  all  meetings 
of  the  Governors  and  the  Committee  of  Management  and  shall 
cause  their  proceedings  to  be  entered  in  proper  minute  books.

17. — A  Report  shall  be  presented  by  the  Committee  of 
Management  to  the  Annual  Court  of  Governors,  and  shall  contain 
a  list  of  the  Governors  and  subscribers  with  their  donations  and 
subscriptions,  a  list  of  any  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  the 
Hospital,  and  the  names  of  any  persons  nominated  to  fill  the 
same  ;  an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer’s  accounts,  and  a  return 
of  the  patients  treated. 

18.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power, 

from  time  to  time,  to  make  By-Laws  for  the  regulation  of 
the  Hospital  so  long  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
rules  for  the  time  being.  * 

19. — The  academic  control  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
vested  in  the  University  of  Durham  College  of  Medicine, 
in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  medical  training  of  students  of  the 
College  and  scientific  research. 

20. -  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  by 
resolution  to  nominate  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  in  whose  name 
or  under  whose  control  the  funds  and  investments  belonging 
+o  or  held  in  trust  for  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested,  and  may 
nominate  a  Bank  or  other  Corporation  to  be  such  Trustee, 
and  any  Bank  or  Corporation  so  nominated  shall  be  responsible 
only  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  investments  entrusted  to  and 
accepted  by  it,  and  shall  deal  with  the  capital  and  income  of 
such  investments  in  such  manner  as  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  may  by  resolution  from  time  to  timedirect.  And  any  such 
Bank  or  Corporation  so  nominated  shall  not  be  in  any  way 
responsible  for  the  application  of  the  Capital  or  income  of  such 
investments,  or  be  held  liable  for  any  loss  arising  during  the 
period  for  which  they  are  held,  notwithstanding  that  they  may 
not  be  authorised  trustee  investments. 

21.  — Every  candidate  for  any  medical  appointment  shall 
be  a  duly  qualified  registered  medical  practitioner. 

22.  — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  : — 

(a)  The  Honorary  Obstetric  Officers  namely,  three 

Obstetric  Physicians,  three  Assistant  Obstetric 
Physicians  and  one  Obstetric  Registrar. 

( b )  One  Pathologist  and  one  Bacteriologist. 

(c)  One  Physician,  one  Surgeon,  one  Ophthalmologist, 

one  Pediatric  Physician,  one  Assistant  Pediatric 
Physician,  one  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Physician,  and  one  Dental  Surgeon. 

23.  — All  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 


24.  — The  Committee  of  Management  may  appoint  such 
Honorary  Medical  Officers  as  attain  the  age  of  60  years  to  be 
Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital. 

25.  — None  of  these  Rules  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  save 
at  an  Annual  or  Special  Court  of  Governors  called  by  proper 
notice,  which  shall  clearly  indicate  the  alterations  to  be  made.
